c. It was agreed that it would be worthwhile at least 
to experiment with such a review. Asa preliminary, the Board of 
National Estimates was directed to make available to the IAC 
members its study of the validity of certain estimates prepared for 
the Clark Committee. Reference was made to Part I of the OIR 
contribution to NIE 24-54 (Probable Developments in Italy). This 
critique of NIE-71 (Probable Developments in Italy} and SE-54 
(Political Outlook in Italy) will also be made available to the IAC 
members.
